COMMANDER  GATES— I  now  declare  the  Fifty-fourth 
Annual  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  De- 
partment of  Oregon,  open  for  such  business  as  may  come  be- 
fore it. 

Invocation  by  Past  Department  Commander,  J.  G.  Cham- 
bers. 

REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER 

For  the  fifty-fourth  time  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
Department  of  Oregon  is  assembled.  I  extend  to  you  a  hearty 
g-reeting.  One  year  ago  for  the  third  time  you  elected  me  to 
the  office  of  Department  Commander.  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  each  and  all  for  this  high  honor  you  bestowed  on  me — 
overlook  the  failures  and  extend  me  your  pardon. 

None  of  our  Comrades  desire  the  position  of  Adjutant 
General.  We  are  now  breaking  the  regulations  in  that  position. 
It  were  better  if  the  Encampment  would  authorize  the  Com-

mander  to  appoint  someone  outside  of  Grand  Army  to  fill  that 
position. 

August  30,  1934 — I  met  with  the  Southern  Oregon  Veter- 
ans' Association,  held  at  Medford;  also  July  12,  one  of  like 
character  held  at  Eugene;  also  the  same  at  Salem.  Met  witb 
the  Washington  State  Encampment  held  at  Everett,  the 
American  Legion  Convention  at  Astoria,  and  delivered  the 
Memorial  address  at  Grants  Pass  on  May  30th,  1935.  I  have 
been  an  invited  guest  at  receptions  given  the  National  Presi- 
dents of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  of  the  Daughters  of  Unior. 
Veterans  and  the  National  Commander  of  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars.  Lincoln  Day,  February  12th  and  many  banquets  and 
meetings  of  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  American  Legion, 
Women's  Relief  Corps,  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans,  Ladies 
of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  several  posts  in  State  of  Washington.  At 
each  of  these  I  made  long  and  short  speeches,  and  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  G.  A.  R.  I  received  many  attentions  and 
honors.  I  learned  that  the  G.  A.  R.  has  a  higher  standing  with 
the  public  than  any  other  Veterans  organization,  and  we 
should  so  conduct  ourselves  that  there  will  be  no  lowering  oi 
that  standard. 

In  the  interest  of  preventing  any  reduction  in  the  statt 
appropriation  of  $400  to  us,  I  went  to  Salem  and  interviewed 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  Legislature — all  dear 
friends  of  mine,  and  received  the  assurance  it  would  remain 
as  it  is. 

On  all  of  these  trips  I  paid  all  my  expenses  and  not  going 
to  the  National  Encampment  of  1934  there  was  saved  to  the 
Department  $100,  so  my  incumbency  of  office  has  not  added 
any  expense  to  the  Department,  but  has  saved  it  much  ex- 
pense. 

The  attendance  at  our  Encampments  is  steadily  decreasing. 
Comrades  thru  age  disabilities,  losing  physical  strength  and 
ambition  so  necessary  to  stimulate  attendance,  and  when  in 
session,  there  being  no  vital  issue  for  attending  the  meetings, 
others  are  attracted  to  the  pleasanter  meetings  of  our  Auxil> 
aries  and  other  entertaining  amusements.  I  advise  the  dis- 
continuence  of  Encampment,  but  in  lieu,  each  year  hold  a  one^ 
day  meeting  at  Portland  to  elect  a  Commander,  audit  accounts, 
and  to  keep  alive  our  organization  and  our  Auxiliaries  will  hold 
conventions  where  those  desiring  entertainment  can  find  it. 

Invitations  to  all  G.  A.  R.  members  to  attend  any  and  all 
conventions  of  Veterans'  Associations  have  been  numerous  and 
enthusiastically  made,  we  should  in  the  same  spirit  accept 
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them,  their  members  are  dedicated  to  the  same  principles  and 
love  of  country  that  we  are  and  we  should  be  as  one,  as  an 
organization. 

Decreasing  membership  in  many  G.  A.  R.  Posts  is  rapidly 
rendering  them  unable  to  maintain  their  organization,  and 
they  are  ceasing  to  exist.  Regulations  provide  that  the  charters 
shall  be  returned  to  the  Adjutant  General,  there  being  no 
depository  for  them,  and  finally  they  reach  some  furnace  to 
be  destroyed.  I  have  advised  that  whenever  the  W.  R.  C.  or 
some  Aiixiliary  makes  a  request  for  them  and  promises  to 
take  good  care  of  them,  to  make  them  the  depository.  However, 
if  the  National  Administration  demands  a  return  to  the  Adju- 
tant General,  it  must  be  done. 

We  should  be  pleased  to  have  the  American  Legion  or  other 
kindred  bodies  assume  the  duties  (heretofore  assumed  by  us) 
of  conducting  Memorial  Services.  We  cannot  ignore  the  fact 
that  we  are  physically  disqualified  from  doing  so  any  longer. 

Briefly  I  have  recounted  what  your  humble  Commander 
has  done  during  the  year  past,  and  am  ready  to  transfer  the 
duties  of  Department  Commander  to  some  Comrade.  I  have 
had  a  pleasant  year,  receiving  help,  approval,  and  good  cheer 
from  my  Comrades,  for  which  I  am  thankful,  and  as  a  member 
in  the  ranks,  I  pledge  myself  to  the  G.  A.  R.  May  God  bless 
and  protect  you.

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I  have  visited  some  of  our  honored  Auxiliaries,  and  am 
much  pleased  with  their  work,  and  gratified  with  their  efforts 
in  keeping  alive  and  increasing  the  spirit  of  patriotism.

That  is  as  far  as  I  can 
go  with  a  report. 

D.  W.  BUTLER— I  move  that  a  copy  of  our  Department 
Commander's  Report  be  submitted  to  the  Oregonian  and 
Journal  for  publication.  Several  seconds.  Motion  carried. 

J.  C.  COOPER— I  was  present  at  the  organization  of  the 
Oregon  Department  and  I  believe  there  is  no  one  else,  nor  has 
been  for  some  years,  that  was  present  fifty-four  years  ago, 
and,  while  I  am  not  boasting  of  this,  I  feel  that  I  would  like  to 
take  a  part  in  the  closing  of  the  administration,  if  it  is  to  be 
closed,  and  make  some  suggestions  to  the  Department  Com- 
mander to  transmit  our  valuables  to  some  one  who  will  care 
for  them,  so  that  the  work  we  have  done  will  continue  to  live 
on  and  on.  I  move  that  the  Commander  appoint  a  committee 
to  formulate  plans  to  carry  on  the  work  that  was  started  by 
the  Grand  Army.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

J.  C.  THOMPSON— Sumner  Post  No.  12  has  already  made 
plans  to  have  our  archives  placed  on  the  Battleship  Oregon. 
I  think  it  is  a  splendid  idea.  There  they  will  be  visible  to  all 
people  in  the  State.  It  is  the  idea  to  make  the  Battleship  a 
museum. 

GIDEON  STOLZ— Sedgwick  Post  will  have  to  surrender 
its  charter  in  a  few  months.  I  was  going  to  ask  at  this  meet- 
ing of  the  Department  to  return  to  us  our  charter  and  we 
would  in  turn  give  it  to  the  W.  R.  C.  If  it  is  decided  as  this 
Comrade  has  suggested  we  will  not  make  the  request. 

Mrs.  Lockwood  has  retraced  all  the  names  on  the  charter 
and  it  is  in  good  shape.  I  suggest  this  matter  be  made  a  spec- 
ial order  tomorrow  and  these  Comrades  be  consulted.  I  make 
this  a  motion.  If  this  State  will  allow  all  this  work  we  have 
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done  m  the  last  fifty-four  years  amount  to  nothing  as  far  as 
History  is  concerned,  I  think  it  reflects  very  much  upon  our 
ability.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

J.  G.  CHAMBERS— If  you  would  read  carefully  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  you  would  see  at  the  demise  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  no  other  organization  can  assume 
.ts  duties.  The  only  people  that  can  take  its  place  in  any  form 
-s  the  W.  R.  C,  and  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans.  We  can  not 
do  it  until  we  change  what  General  Logan  and  his  wife  devised. 

C.  M.  EICHLER — The  Sons  of  Veterans  are  busy  and  have 
oo  time  to  look  after  our  affairs  but  we  have  an  organization 
known  as  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans  who  are  taking  up 
chis  work  and  going  to  perfect  it  and  I  say  that  the  Daughters 
:4hould  be  the  Auxiliary  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  from  now  on.  The 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  are  still  carrying  on 
.md  I  believe  our  daughters  will  do  the  same  by  us. 

J.  C.  COOPER—Every  patriotic  nation  under  the  sun  is 
extending  their  hands  to  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  we  should  welcome 
:hem  all.  I  think  we  should  go  to  each  and  every  one  of  them 
:ind  pull  them  in. 

J.  G.  CHAMBERS— I  want  to  make  a  statement  of  the 
treatment  I  received  in  a  church  on  Sunday  preceding  Mem- 
OTial  Day.  I  went  there  to  attend  a  Memorial  service  for  Dr. 
Hall.  There  were  two  other  Comrades  with  me.  Our  names 
were  taken  by  a  clerk  and  given  to  some  one  else  to  read.  We 
vere  informed  we  were  not  to  open  our  mouths.  Dr.  Hall's 
name  was  not  mentioned.  The  minister  who  preached  the  ser- 
\7ice  said  that  in  a  very  short  time  there  would  be  no  Memorial 
Day,  it  will  be  Armistice  Day.  What  do  you  think  of  that?  I 
nave  always  visited  the  schools  before  Memorial  Dav  but  this 
7ear  I  was  informed  that  I  was  not  to  say  anything.  Is  that 
Aowmg  respect  for  what  I  have  done  and  what  you  have  done 
m  saving  this  country  ?  No. 

COMMANDER  GATES— I  think  the  hour  is  approaching 
vhen  we  are  due  down  stairs  to  be  taken  to  the  Masonic 
Temple  for  lunch.

J.  C.  COOPER — Department  Commander,  I  would  be  in 
favor  of  something  of  that  kind  for  our  Department  but  I 
rather  object  to  one  day.  I  am  willing  to  have  the  meeting  in 
Portland  but  I  believe  we  should  have  m.ore  than  one  day  to 
transact  our  business. 

COMMANDER  GATES — I  find  considerable  misunder- 
standing. Many  think  it  is  the  expiring  groan  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
We  are  merely  substituting  a  regular  day  to  meet  each  year 
and  a  regular  place.  There  are  fifty-four  Comrades  here  today 
and  we  feel  that  Portland  will  attract  the  largest  delegation. 
In  having  an  Encampment  there  is  a  lot  of  expense  incurred 
which  is  unnecessary.  Of  course,  we  don't  have  to  economize, 
but  I  think  it  is  always  a  good  thing  to  have  a  little  balance 
and  not  be  in  the  red.  I  think  there  should  be  something  left 
in  the  future  to  pass  on  to  the  W.  R.  C,  and  I  think  at  some 
future  time  that  provision  should  be  made. 
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Commander  Gates  read  a  letter  of  greeting  from  Past  De- 
partment Commander  W.  M.  Colvig. 

Gideon  Stolz  was  in  favor  of  the  one  day  session  in  May 
if  they  would  dispense  with  the  business  as  quickly  as  possi- 
ble and  make  the  day  full  of  pleasure  for  the  Comrades.  He 
wanted  more  spacious  quarters  and  comfortable  chairs.  He 
also  spoke  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Circle  which  has  been  sponsored  by 
Sedgwick  Post.  That  they  wanted  to  raise  $500.00  for  the  up- 
keep of  this  plot  and  this  was  underway  in  the  hands  of  a  good 
strong  committee.  They  expected  to  have  the  fund  raised 
shortly  and  turned  over  to  the  trust  fund. 

D.  W.  BUTLER — There  is  a  question  before  the  house. 
During  the  last  month  I  have  been  asked  by  every  one  "what 
is  the  Grand  Army  going  to  do?"  I  expect  I  may  be  responsible 
for  some  of  the  rumors  that  have  been  going  about  in  regard 
to  the  Grand  Army  going  out.  This  motion  before  the  house 
makes  a  man  feel  a  good  deal  like  attending  his  own  funeral. 
I  think  the  only  feasible  thing  to  do  is  to  adopt  that  Resolu- 
tion as  it  stands.  I  have  no  fears  for  the  Grand  Army.  It  will 
live  on  and  on  and  the  old  Flag  will  live  on  and  on. 

C.  M.  EICHLER — As  I  am  a  represenattive  of  Geary  Post 
as  their  Commander,  I  will  say  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
pressure  placed  on  me  to  try  and  see  that  the  G.  A.  R.  is  kept 
going.  I  think  we  are  the  second  largest  Post  in  the  State.  We 
have  thirteen  members  but  we  now  can  never  get  over  three 
out  except  on  a  special  occasion. 

Comrade  J.  C.  Thompson  asked  for  a  re-reading  of  the 
Resolution  before  the  Encampment.  Commander  Gates  com- 
plied with  his  request. 

Comrade  Cooper  made  the  suggestion  that  we  could  have 
an  organization  composed  of  nine  members  consisting  of  three 
from  the  G.  A.  R,,  three  from  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and 
three  from  the  World  War  organization.  When  the  G.  A.  R. 
passed  on  the  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  to  serve  in  their  stead. 
This  joint  committee  to  issue  Memorial  Day  Orders  or  any 
other  business  necessary  and  the  proceedings  sent  to  the 
State  Library  of  Oregon. 

J.  W.  RIDGE — I  understand  the  motion  before  the  house 
is  whether  we  adopt  the  Resolution  as  it  is  or  whether  we 
don't.  For  myself  I  am  very  much  in  favor  of  it.  I  think  we 
should  adopt  it  and  do  so  at  once. 

Commander  Gates  called  for  a  standing  vote  and  all  pres- 
ent stood  with  the  exception  of  two.  Motion  carried. 
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Comrade  C.  A.  Williams,  Past  Commander  of  the  Sons  of 
Veterans,  was  admitted  and  introduced,  and  he  presented  Com- 
mander Gates  wi'th  a  beautiful  bouquet  of  red,  white  and  blue 
flowers. 

Comrade  Williams  displayed  a  map  showing  the  plot  of  the 
Grand  Army  Cemetery  in  Portland,  wherein  rest  some  three 
hundred  or  four  hundred  of  our  Comrades.  He  explamed  that 
several  years  ago  there  wos  a  fund  set  aside  and  now  a  trust 
fund  taking  care  of  the  cemetery  and  that  as  long  as  there 
was  a  son  or  a  grandson  left  the  plot  would  be  well  taken  care 
of. 

Sister  Ethel  Andrews,  Past  Department  President  of  the 
Daughters,  was  admitted,  and  introduced,  and  presented  the 
following  Resolution: 

WHEREAS,  The  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe,  in  his 
infinite  wisdom,  created  man  and  placed  him  upon  earth  for 
a  definite  purpose.  Without  respect  to  race,  color  or  condition 
of  servitude,  when  his  purpose  has  been  f umhed  he  is  called 
to  his  Maker  to  answer  to  Him  who  doeth  all  thinks  well,  And, 

WHEREAS,  That  servitude  of  man  is  divided  into  many 
classes,  the  noblest  of  which  is  in  the  service  of  country,  the 
Flag  and  the  home.  In  the  great  Civil  War  our  fathers  fought 
for  the  preservation  of  these  principles  that  the  United  States 
of  America  migh.t  be  saved  intact,  that  slavery  might  be 
abolished  from  the  land  and  freedom  endure.  The  Light  ol  C^od 
illumined  the  way  and  they  were  led  to  a  glorious  victory. 
Many  perished  in  the  conflict,  while  others  passed  down 
through  the  years  to  be  called  from  time  to  time  as  He  saw 
fit  to  take  them  unto  Himself.  Having  granted  the  alloted 
span  of  life  to  many  of  these  heroes  that  the  lessons  of  hberty 
might  be  passed  down  to  future  generations  He  is  now  sound- 
ing the  last  Bugle  Call  and  ere  the  dawn  of  the  morrow  the 
last  will  have  answered  the  summons  and  passed  m  review 
before  the  Great  Commander.  And, 

WHEREAS,  That  the  sacred  memory  of  these  brave  de- 
fenders of  country.  Flag  and  home  be  perpetuated  that  their 
great  works  may  be  carried  on  and  their  deeds  be  not  tor- 
gotten,  And, 

WHEREAS,  Gushing  Post  No.  14,  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
pubhc,  has  but  two  living  members,  And, 

WHEREAS,  Numbered  with  the  seventy  (70)  members 
of  Clara  Barton  Tent  No.  4,  Daughters  of  Civil  War  Veterans, 
are  seven  (7)  daughters  and  four  (4)  granddaughters  of  de- 
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ceased  members  of  above  named  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
Also  several  sons  and  grandsons  of  these  members  who  are 
members  of  the  Sons  of  Civil  War  Veterans.  And, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  prayer  of  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of 
Civil  War  Veterans  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  that  the  annual  Mem- 
orial Services  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  be  perpetu- 
ated. THEREFORE  BE  IT 

RESOLVED,  That  when  it  becomes  necessary  for  Gushing 
Post  No.  14  to  surrender  its  Charter,  That  the  Charter  and 
Effects  of  the  Gushing  Post  No.  14,  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, Astoria,  Oregon,  be  entrusted  to  the  care  and  custody 
of  Clara  Barton  Tent,  No.  4,  Daughters  of  Civil  War  Veter- 
ans, Astoria,  Oregon,  whose  members  are  true  and  lineal  de- 
cendants  of  Civil  War  Veterans.  Also  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  Civil  War 
Veterans,  Astoria,  Oregon,  be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
pay  honor  and  tribute  to  our  paternal  heroes  by  extending 
the  regular  Grand  Army  services  in  accordance  with  the  Ritual 
of  that  Order  on  each  Memorial  Day.  Also,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  these  Resolutions  be  presented 
at  the  regular  meeting  in  Convention  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  to  be  held  in  Portland,  Oregon,  June  18,  1935, 
that  a  copy  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  Clara  Barton  Tent, 
No.  4,  Daughters  of  Civil  War  Veterans,  Astoria,  Oregon, 
and  a  copy  spread  upon  the  records  of  Russel  C.  Martin  Camp, 
No.  9,  Sons  of  Civil  War  Veterans,  Astoria,  Oregon. 

Passed  and  approved  by  Russell  C.  Martin  Camp  No.  9, 
Sons  of  Civil  War  Veterans,  Astoria,  Oregon,  at  regular  meet- 
ing, June  7,  1935.

COMMANDER  GATES — Mrs.  Andrews,  this  Encampment 
has  no  authority  to  do  this.  Your  Resolution  is  out  of  order 
We  are  governed  by  certain  rules  and  regulations.  I  have 
taken  it  upon  myself  in  a  few  instances,  where  all  concerned 
are  agreeable,  to  allow  the  disbanded  Post  to  place  their  Char- 
ter temporarily  in  the  hands  of  the  W.  R.  C,  or  Daughters, 
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but  we  are  really  not  obeying  the  laws.  It  is  simply  a  tempor- 
ary depository.  If  the  National  demands  its  return  to  the  De- 
partment it  should  be  done. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  election  of  officers,  Com- 
rade Cooper  nominated  the  present  encumbents.  There  were 
several  seconds  and  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  the  bal- 
lot for  the  present  encumbents.t

T  E  HILLS — As  Quartermaster  General  of  this  Depart- 
ment I  want  to  make  a  motion  that  the  Department  Com- 
mander instruct  some  one  to  go  over  the  books  of  Mrs.  Baker 
and  myself  to  see  that  they  are  correct  and  know  just  how  we 
stand.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

J  C  Thomson,  as  Commander  of  Sumner  Post  No.  12,  in- 
vited all  members  of  disbanded  Posts  to  become  members  of 
Sumner  and  meet  with  them  every  Saturday  afternoon  at 
1:30  at  the  County  Court  House,  Portland.
